tained. They pointed out that such a 
transfer would be void under Article 
5 of the Declaration of tendon. This 
provides against the transfer of any 
vessel to a neutral flag. 


England migfct consent to a Txraa 


fide^ purchase of the vessels, provided 
the vessels be allowed to carry any< 
thing that the United States is will- 
ing to permit them to carry, but Eng- 
land would not consent to a purchase 
on any other terms. It is not ihi.ight 
here, however, that Germany would 
consent to any transfer of her great 
liners that might result in future use 
of them for carrying munitions! o the 
Allies.
